* Becauſe it recognizes the late ſuppoſed Council of Safety as a Legiſlative Body, when 
in fact all Legiſlative Power is to be exerciſed by the immediate Repreſentatives of the Peo- 
ple, in Senate and Aﬀembly, in the Mode preſcribed by the Conſtitution ; for though the 
People of this State have heretofore been under the Neceſſity of delegating their Authority 
to Provincial Congrefles and Conventions, and of being governed by them, and Councils 
and Committees of Safety, by them from Time to Time appointed; yet this Council con- 
ceives, that theſe were mere temporary Expedients, to ſupply the Want of a more regular 
Government, and to ceaſe when that preſcribed by the Conſtitution ſhould take Place, and can 
in no wiſe juſtify the Appointment of a Council of Safety, other perhaps, than as a Com-

| employed, when in the Field, with an Attention more to the Safety and Defence of other 

States than our own. The Number of Brigadiers-Gegeral, on the Plan of the Bill, will not

bably be, a Vacancy in many Brigades. This, when the Militia take the Field, will too 
much extend the Command of the few Brigadiers on the Spot, and may, in ſome Inſtances, 
extend it over twenty Regiments, and may, in certain Caſes, extend even a Colonel's Com- 
mand in the Field, to the Compaſs of that of a Major-General ; while it would be more for | 
the Service, were a Brigade not to extend beyond four Regiments: And hence appears the 
Neceſſity of fewer Brigadiers, and for a Number of Colonels Commandant to head Bri ades, 
In ſhort, the Arrangement, in this Inſtance, ought to have been as follows, viz. Four Majors. 
General, and four Brigadiers- General, one of each for each great Diſtrict of this State; and 
the Brigades, having no Brigadier, ſhould be commanded by Colonels Commandant; and 
the Brigades, inſtead of having Reference to Counties, in Point of Extent, ſhould have been 
formed by Partition of the Inhabitants into Brigades, ſo as to make all the Brigades as nearly 
equally large as poſſible, and not to comprehend lets than four Regiments in each Brigade. 
The Adjutant-General is an Officer of too much Importance to be left out of our Militia; 
for, not to mention many other of his Duties, he is to make and keep an exact Detail of Du- 
ty for the Whole, to attend at Head-Quarters every Day to receive Orders, and diftribute 
them among the Brigade Majors, he always accompanies and follows the General, makes 
daily Reports to him, and in the Field draws up the Army in Line of Battle, Such an Of- 
ficer is, estate, not only neceſſary in a regular Army, but alſo is of the utmoſt Importance 
to raw Militia, who are to be trained and diſciplined to Duty. 35 

z2dly, Becaulè the Bill in Queſtion makes no Proviſion for conſolidating or dividing Regi 
ments and Companies, Things which the Events of War, and the continual Changes of Cir- 
eumſtances of the Inhabitants of this State, renders it abſolutely neceſſary to provide for. In 
Weſtcheſter County, there is a Regiment, many of the Members of which are obliged to travel 
thirty Miles to parade; and another in the ſame County, divided into two Parts by Croton's 
River, which, in certain Seaſons, is impaſſable. In ſome Parts of this State, the Devaſtations 
of War have reduced Companies to twenty-five, twenty, and even to fifteen Men to a Com- 
| pany. It is obvious, that there can be no recruiting in Militia. The Extents of Regiments 
and Companies have been aſcertained by Authority of Convention ; they are therefore fixed 
by Law, and cannot be altered without legiſlative Proviſion; and yet, for the Reaſons a 
bovementioned, ſuch Conſolidation as abovementioned, is abſolutely neceſſary.

© « The Reſolution of Congreſs, of the 22d of May laſt, recommending an Exemption and 
Diſquabfication of Deſerters and Priſoners from military Service, juſtly merits your Atten- 
tion, and a due Confideration, whether it ſhould in Part, or wholly be carried into Execu-— 
tion. It is, wee = ſound Policy, and a Practice juſtifiable by the Rules of War, to en- 
courage Deſertions from the Enemy; and it would, at the ſame Time, be manifeſt Injuſtice 
to compel Priſoners into Service: But the Caſes of Deſerters from the regular Troops of the 
Enemy, and of thoſe from their new Levies (which are compoſed of our diſaffected and re- 


bellious Inhabitants) are by no Means fimilar. To compel the former to Militia Service, | 


would, by expoſing them to capital Puniſhments, diſcourage Deſertions ; and to encourage

if not properly enquired into and remedied, no Law whatever can be paſſed by the Lepiſla- 
ture of this State adequate to ſupplying the Army. Beſides, to take an Eſtimate of all the 
Grain and Forage in this State would be a Taſk of great Labour, and conſequently take 
much Time ; but if the Senate chuſe to go into a Meaſure of that Kind, your Committee 
have prepared a Bill for that Purpoſe, and to authoriſe the erecting of public Buildings on 
private Lands, and ſecuring a Remedy to the Owners of ſuch Lands, for any Waſte or 
Damages that may ariſe in Conſequence thereof.

about without Loſs of Time:: Whereas, the preſent Motion muſt neceſſarily delay, and may 
probably defeat ſo ſalutary a Meaſure, and does not hold out one fingle Advantage to the 
Public, that might not have been equally well obtained from che Line, 1 in which the Bufi- 
neſs was already brought before the Houſe. 

«© 24, Becauſe the Motion, now before the Houſe, i is inadequate to the End of a complet 
Enquiry and Arrangement. The Motions that were made, and thoſe that were ready to be 
made, by this Diſſentient, were intended to bring before the Houſe, early in the next Mect- 
ing of the Legiſlature, all the Materials that could be had; for going into an Enquiry at 
large, andforming an Arrangement of the Finances of this State.

obvious Senfe, than a Liquidation of the Accounts between Congreſs and this State; it is

« preſs, with the Superintendenee and Management of various Kinds of public Buſineſs, in
